“Everybody knows who the first f?ar- 
dener was, bnt unfortunately, none of us 
are acquainted with the special system 
which he followed, or how far the result 
of exceptional opportunities would have

The Hon. Alicia Amherst, in a pleasant 
book entitled ‘ A History of Gardening in 
England’ (Quaritch), does not take us 
back as far as this. As the title of 
the work declares, her researche-s have 
been limited to a northern land, in 
which the most adventurous of critics has 
never ventured to locate the Garden of 
Eden. Tet she manages to show that 
gardens, and very delightful ones, have 
existed even in this country from com* 
paratively ancient times. We are told in 
the first paragraph that nothing worthy of 
the name of horticulture existed in Britain 
before the Roman Conquest, a somewhat 
sweeping as.sertion of doubtful validity. 
When the Romans came the science of 
gardening took an immense stride forward. 
From the hands of this wonderful people 
the cultivation of herbs and flowers passed, 
after a long interregnum, into those of the 
monks. It was to these ecclesiastics, whose 


duties as physicians to the community made 
them keen inquirers into the medical virtues 
of all kinds of plants, that we owe the first 
foundation of practical botany. The flower 
garden in this country evolved at a late date 
from the kitchen garden. Probably the 
former had its beginning in just such an 
arrangement as may be seen at the present 
time in those places where the b^-plots 
i devoted to strictly useful things are hedged 
as an afterthought by clamps of hardy 
flowers calculated to please the love of 
beautiful colours instinctive in the human 
mind. From this stage it developed 
through the stately trim gracefulness of 
Elizabeth’s reign to the rigid barbarisms of 
the Dutch system, and only comparatively 
lately have we shaken ourselves free of the 
horrors of yew trees cut to represent 
mustard pots or candlesticks, and flower¬ 
beds portraying nothing so much as badly- 
done worsted work. All this is pleasant 
and carious reading.

A treatise which 
will be invaluable to students of musical history on account of the mass of information which 
Senor Riaiio has laboriously brought together from various out-of-the-way sources on a depart¬ 
ment of musical history hitherto somewhat neglected. In his preface, after commenting on the 
absence of information on the ancient School of Spanish masic before Palestrina,” Senor Riaiio 
says; “ This reason has induced me to think that a real service will be done by facilitating 
information to those who have undertaken the study of music in the Middle Ages in Spain. I 
have collected the bibliographical information in the different libraries to which I have had 
access, so that students may aware of the existence of a great number of Spanish manuscripts 
from the tenth to the sixteenth century which have musical annotations. I also give a catalogue 
of early printed books on music up to 1600 by Spanish authors, which, owing to their extreme 
rarity, are bibliographical treasures, and constitute a group of works of the greatest interest for 
the history of the development and progress of European music in the Middle Ages, and beginning 
of the Renaissance.” The volume is, in fact, a caiUogue rcUsonnife of old musical manuscripts, 
profusely illustrated both with specimens of the music and with pictures of old musical instru¬ 
ments. There Is a charming series of quaint, angular figures playing on a variety of ancient 
instruments from the celebrated ‘ Cantigas ’ of King Don Alonso el Sabio (13th century), which 
will interest anyone. But for the most part the treatise is for serious students only ; and they 
owe a debt of gratitude to Senor Riaflo forhis painstaking, unpretending labour ; for this book, 
small as it is, represents research and hard work .”—Pall McM Gassette, September 16th, 1887. 

The third work is one relating to Spanish Church Music, a subject on which 
hardly anything has been written, and of which very little is known. Senor 
Juan Riaho, in his Notes on JEarly Spanish Music, gives us a catalogue of MS. 
Musical Liturgical works, now existing in Spain, and by his most excellent 
illustrations we can get a good idea of the curious musical signs appearing in 
these early Spanish MSS. Of course they nearly all illustrate the peculiar rite 
used down to the present day at Toledo, and known as the Mozarabic rite. At 
page 25 we have a facsimile of a Mozarabic Breviary of the tenth or eleventh 
century, and on page 29 a facsimile of a Gothic Missal of the eleventh century, 
which shows the Visigothic musical notation. There are also a large number of 
illustrations of Spanish musical instruments. One is a little disappointed that 
SeBor Biano gives no account of the splendid Liturgical MSS. in the library of 
the British Museum ; they are full of Visigothic neiimes, dated about the tenth 
century, and, of course, of the Mozarabic rite. It is a pity no one has paid, as 
yet, any attention to these important works, possibly the only Spanish MSS. in 
England.— The Weekly Register, October 1st, 1887.

One of the most magnificent books on the Art-Monuments of Spain, and probably superior 
to any other in the accuracy and learning of its author. The series of illustrations was selected 
from works of art which were excellent by reason of their historical character or the beauty of 
their execution. Only 276 copies were printed, of which about 150 were absorbed by subscribers 
amongst the aristocracy of Spain. The book ma^ therefore be regarded as virtually unpublished, 
and as likely before long, in consequence of its intrinsic worth and the short supply of copies, 
to become a costly rarity. 

His great work, the ‘ Iconografia Espafiola,* published in 1853 and 1864, contains seventy- 
four * portraits, statues, and mausoleums,’ dating * from the eleventh to the seventeenth cen¬ 
turies.' Not only the original drawings, but the text in Spanish and French, were his own work. 
Amongst the gems of this collection may be named the bas-reliefs of Charles V and his empress, 
attributed by Cean Bermudez to Pompey Leoni, and now in the Museum at Madrid ; portraits 
of Philip II when young and in his old age ; the unhappy Don Carlos, Don Juan de Austria, 
Philip's wives, and the famous ‘one-eyed* Princess of £boIi. That of Heman Cortw is 
exquisitely finished. He executed several copies of portraits after Goya, which have never been 
pnUisbed,' notably tliat of the famous Andalusian beauty ‘La Duquesa de Alva.’ The mantilla, 
maja jacket, short black lace dress, silk stockings, and high-heeled shoes indicate the provincial 
costume of the ‘ duchess of the ^riod ’ to perfection. That of Maria Luisa, the less beautiful 
and austere wife of Charles III, indicates Goya’s character. He seems never to have flattered 
his sitters, even when nature Imd been gracious to them. Maria Luisa de Borbon, Duchess of 
San Fernando, figures in an empire dress, with a head-gear of feathers ; and albeit nature had 
forgotten to favour her, the wayward artist painted her as she lived, plain and dowdy.”—
